As a starting point for your 
consideration, the Recorder here passes on a “check list” from 
the California School Boards Association that offers a guide in 
selection of school trustees. Just for a preliminary look, try match-

2. Has the candidate arrived at a position of recognized

community group? 
5. Is the candidate a known quantity in the community? | 
6. Is the candidate able to think independently and ob- 
» jectively about a problem? 
7. Will the candidate accede cheerfully to the decisions 
' of the majority? 


; 8. Has the candidate a record of the kind of leadership 
that will represent the district as a whole rather than a 
record. of identifying him with a particular group, cause, or 
geographical area? 

9. Will the candidate work to develop unity among the 
members of the board, contributing to harmonious develop- 
ment of the program? 

10. Will the candidate give the necessary time to. this 
important position? 

Il. Is the candidate capable of recognizing and dis 
linguishing the jurisdictional power and functions of the 
board and adininistration2 

12. Does the candidate know the political boundary and 
physical geography of the school district? 

13, Does the candidate have the courage and ability to 
explain and enforce a rule which might not be popular but 
which is proper? 

14. Does the candidate understand that lead rship often 
involves the turning of public opinions from an erroneous 
attitude to the acceptance of a feasible rule? 

15. Is the candidate aware of the cross currents of think- 
ing pertaining to the basic concepts of public education and 
will he remain loyal to his trust under stress? 

i 16. Does the candidate have a layman's relationship to 
public education? 

17. Does the candidate make a habit of withholding 
judgment on critical issues until the facts are available? 

IS. Is the candidate able to carry on cheerfully when 
public appreciation of his efforts seem to be lacking? 

19. Does the candidate have personal interests that 
would invalidate his service to the board? 

20. Does the candidate have a sense of humor? 

21. Does the candidate show 1 idence of knowledge of 
moral and spiritual values? 

The association goes on to say: “Vhe ideal candidate. of 
course, would rate ‘ves’ on all items of the check list except 


3 and 19, which would require ‘no’ answers. for a 100 per cent 
score. We'd say that candidates scoring 90 per cent or better 
would be highly desirable members of almost any school board.”

County Budget ‘Headache Time’ 


Draws Near This Time of Year

THIS IS THE YEAR—It’s head- 
ache time for officials in our many 


government taxing agencies—but | 


| the real headache for the taxpay- 


ers will come later. 


Being an off-election year, we} 


can expect boosts in budgets 
every governmental branch, from 
the schools through the cities up 
to the county. May is the month 
when the city councils, school 
boards and the supervisors get a 
look at the spending figures for 
the coming year. 

County Manager FE. R. Stallings 
is in the final phases in preparing 
his recommendations to the board 


of supervisors. The department 
heads upped their requests by 
$2,824.247, to send the total for 


1957-58 to a record of $22,068,977. 


This would mean a tax hike of 
jabout 20 cents, but the smiling 


county manager intimates that he 
has been able to pare “a million 
or more” from the requests of de- 
partment heads. 

The hope of new employes in 
almost every other department 
is being pared down considera- 
bly, we hear, but the knife isn’t 
sharp enough to head off a tax 
increase of between 12 and 15 
cents,

we think, the county 
budget will again contain a sizea- 
ble figure for capital expenditures. 
assuring a continuance of the pay 
as-you-go program. 

The manner of saving for the 
new Hall of Justice cannot help 
but meet with taxpayer approval 
because it saved thousands of dol- 
lars in interest cha . 

Included in projects for the new 
vear that have been given tenta- 
tive approval include the three 
branch libraries and improvement 
of the new parking lot for the Hall 
of Justice. More funds will be in 
the new budget to complete the 
fourth-floor jail in the new $3,- 
900.000 structure. 

Completion of the new jail will 
bring another problem to county 
officials. Undoubtedly the old 
structure unfit for any other 
use and it is just possible the his- 
toric jail will be torn down..

Other boosts are blamed on 
the increased patient load and 
the opening of the new wing at 
Community Hospital. 

Though the increase justifies 
some boost, we hope the proposed 
county survey of all‘ offices will 
study the department 


that spends about $12,000,000 of 
the -million budget. Too many 


“officials” and an overabundance 
of employes in some fields would 
be our guess for the extravagance. 

Redwood City taxpayers, now 
that they do not have to pay the 
one-cent sales tax can look for a 
maximum one-dollar limit—an in- 
crease of eight cents—in the rate. 
On top of that there considera- 
ble re-assessing upward. 

And speaking of the sales tax, 
we have talked to some mer- 
chants in San Carlos and Menlo 
Park where the sales tax has 
been in effect for a month, and 
no one reports a_ noticeable 
change in sales. 

In fact, they teil us that no one 
seems to discuss the matter at all. 
This might not be true of the 
larger purchases, but the average 

merchant is apparently feeling no 
pinch by a drop in sales. Redwood 
City merchants, as far as we can
